ith resard to the strike of the ‘un Chon Factory, 
a Dritish enterprise at lootung, which is. still under wcy, 
we feel it is necessary first to take en unprejudiced end 
inpartial view of the real causes of the affair, on which 
basis Gis accelerate nezotiations to effect an inmediate 
settlement, and finally that effective measures ba adapted 
to ascure no recurrence of sintlar incidents in future, 
Ye consider this ibsolutely necessary, in vie. of tho fact 
thet the Jananese are sparing no efforts in their activities 
to undermine foreifnn interests in China, to plunder Chinese 
industries, to disrupt our coo: ceclings and friendshin with 
foreigners and to promote conflicts totween capitalists and 
labourers. Lun Chong incident, boing only too hanpy an 
oocortunity to them, has amnly shovn the ambitions of the 
Japanese. 

ve regret to point out that the cause of the strike 
lies in the refusal of the factory authorities to imorove 
the conditions o' the workers’ life in accordance with the 
"Workeic* vrotective Act" promul;;ated by the Chinese Govsorne 
nent.

(3) To shatter the destructive endeavours =f the 
Japanese: or its agonts, iv inminliy depends upon thie united 
strength of she working, cliss. Oo Lv soul.. bo wise for 
the employers t5 grant absolute freedom to th: wrkers in 
organisine themselves. The employers should correct them= 
selves of tho old idea and attempt to intervene in the 
workers’ organisations. they should realise that organisa- 
tion of the workers toeday not only meets with the demand 
of our present war ugainst argression, but is also nocessary 
aven for the protection of their own interests. 

(4) The workers! organisations should be consolidated 
by way of developing within it all sorts of cultural affairs 
and ‘arusenents in order to raise the general level of the 
workers' education and their consciousness, ‘Thus most 
effectively arming them with the ability to detect and 
frustrate any insinuating attompts plotted by the Japanese 
or its agents. We trust the employers will at once: set on
